WORLD TRADE RECOVERS 


The Department of Commerce finds that the to- 
tal Volume of international trade this year will ex- 
ceed pre-war trade for the first time since 1914. 

Last year showed a notable advance. The ag- 
gregate trade of 63 countries representing nine-tenths 
of the world’s trade was $53,000,000,000 against 
$40,000,000,000 in 1913. The amount this year 
will be larger. 

European trade is still considerably below the 
pre-war level, with that of the United States and 
‘the’ restsof the world proportionately above. But 
Europe itself is making hopeful progress. There 
is a marked improvement found in European con- | 
ditions, in spite of the demoralization of French fi- 
nance and the unémployment in England. At last 
reconstruction begins to seem a reality.
